George Kurtz got a bad wa¬ 
ter sample back in August, 
since then him and his wife 
have been drinking only bot¬ 
tled water. 

“It was probably run off,” 
said Kurtz. “AAA Cattle is 
about two miles down from 
us.” 

Kathy McCulloch, another 
AAA Cattle neighbour, also 


got tests done that show her well 
water has been polluted with E. 
coli and coliforms for several 
months. McCulloch is convinced 
the E.coli came from the feedlot, 
but is yet to have the proof. 

Alberta Environment, the 
Calgary Regional Health Au¬ 
thority and the Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation Board 
have taken water samples from 
the wells and are investigating 


Neighboring farms of AAA 
Cattle Co. have been finding 
E.coli bacteria and fecal 
coliforms in their drinking 
water. 

AAA is an intensive feedlot 
operation just outside 
Didsbury which received per¬ 
mission to expand to an 
18,200 head beef and finisher

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It’s time to separate, candidate says

For Brian Vasseur he 
would rather see the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta separate, 
than remain a part of con¬ 
federation as he believes the 
Federal Liberal government 
takes more from the west 
than they give back and the 
interests of western Canadi¬ 
ans are out-weighed by 
those in the east. 

Vasseur, a Carstairs resi¬ 
dent, has tossed his hat into 
the political ring and is seek¬ 
ing to win the MLA chair for 
the Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills constituency, where he 
is running as a candidate for 
the Separation Party of Al¬ 
berta. 

Vasseur says he made the 
decision to join the Separa¬ 
tion Party of Alberta after 
the last Federal election, 
earlier this year, because he 
believes in the policies and 
principals of his party. 

He says he also believes 
that he can help protect the 
interests of Albertans and 
that Alberta, as an independ¬ 
ent country, is the only vi¬ 
able alternative. 

When asked the question, 

‘Why Separation,’ Vasseur 
and the rest of his party say 
that Albertans should more 
be asking the question, ‘Why 
stay?’ 

Vasseur says that for 
nearly 100 years now, Al¬ 
berta and the west have been 
trying to become real mem¬ 
bers of Canada and true, 
equal partners in confedera¬ 
tion. Efforts, which have 
failed - they say. 

These efforts have proved 
fruitless. It is time to move 
forward and protect Alber¬ 
ta’s future. 

It is time to stop the fi¬ 
nancial and emotional drain 
caused by an incompetent, 
unresponsive political and 
bureaucratic nightmare 
called, ‘Ottawa,’ - the Sepa¬ 
ration Party says. 

Vasseur explained that 
Alberta, on a per capita ba¬ 
sis, is Ottawa’s largest sin¬ 
gle contributor. 

“Between 1961 and 2003, 

Alberta paid over $201 bil¬ 
lion more to the Federal 
Government in Ottawa than 
it received back from Ot¬ 
tawa. This is what it cost 
you, as an Albertan, to be 
Canadian with no return on 
investment.” 

Vasseur says that in 2002 
Alberta paid $9.98 billion to 
be Canadian. He says that 
is 1,258 loonies on every 
foot of the centre line of the 
Trans Canada Highway 
from Victoria to Halifax. 

One of the biggest things 
which Vasseur says would be 
a change from any other po¬ 
litical party was the way 
that he would vote in the 
Legislature, if elected. 

“If I get elected I would 
work for the people of this 
constituency - not for the 
party,” he said. He says this 
means that he would vote for 
what the majority of his con¬ 
stituents feel, rather than 
being forced to vote just be-

Vasseur, when asked why 
Albertans should consider 
separating, he said: “It has 
become painfully obvious 
that Alberta will never be 
treated as an equal member 
in confederation.” 

He says that just because 
his party believes in Sepa¬ 
ration this doesn’t mean 
they would be cut off from 
the rest of the world. “We 
will be supporting the idea 
to enter into fair trade,” he 
said. 

Since Vasseur has been 
on the campaign trail, 
where he has visited with 
about 250 individuals, he 
says that after discussing 
his parties platform and 
their issues he has really 
only received negative feed¬ 
back, towards his party, 
from about six individuals. 

The Alberta Separation 
Party only has eleven can¬ 
didates running in the elec¬ 
tion, as Vasseur says they 
weren't expecting an elec¬ 
tion to be called until 
Spring, so they ran out of 
time to attract more candi¬ 
dates. 

“(With eleven candidates) 
we would like to see the Al¬ 
berta Separation Party be¬ 
come the official opposi¬ 
tion,” he said. “We want to 
make the Government more 
accountable and more open 
to the public.” 

His party, if elected to the 
Legislature, will put for¬ 
ward bills that make life bet¬ 
ter in Alberta, he said. 

Another thing which his 
party will definitely try to 
push for is to have fixed elec¬ 
tion dates, so the Premier 
cannot call an election 
anytime that he feels like it.

cause they are dictated to do 
so. 

Vasseur says that as far 
as health care is concerned, 
his party feels that the 
money should follow the 
patient - and not just go di¬ 
rectly to each individual 
health region. 

He feels that if health re¬ 
gions worked harder to 
make sure they had the 
right and properly trained 
professionals in place that 
they would benefit. 

“This would ensure we 
got better doctors and pa¬ 
tients, got better treat¬ 
ment,” he said. 

If this was put into place, 
Vasseur says that health 
regions and hospitals would 
only be paid if a patient 
chose to come to their facil¬ 
ity- 

Vasseur says that as far 
as education is concerned, 
he would most definitely 
like to see some major 
changes in this area, as 
well. 

First off, in the primary 
school - kindergarten to 
grade 12 - Vasseur says his 
party would like to see stu¬ 
dents learning about their 
Province and why they 
should be proud to be an 
Albertan. 

“We want to implement 
curriculum which would 
make students learn - what 
it means to be an Albertan 
and their duties, responsi¬ 


bilities, and freedoms that 
come along with that.” 

In the post-secondary de¬ 
partment, many college and 
university students, may ap¬ 
plaud this idea. 

The Separation Party 
would like to basically allow 
students to be educated for 
free, if they choose to stay 
in Alberta once their educa¬ 
tion is complete. 

Vasseur says that they 
would provide interest-free 
loans to Alberta citizens, 
which could eventually be 
forgiven. 

“The students would be 
required to sign an agree¬ 
ment after graduating to 
stay and work in Alberta for 
five years. If they do then 
the loan will be forgiven, 
completely.” 

Vasseur says he had some 
of his constituents question¬ 
ing this idea, asking how it 
would be funded but he says 
Alberta can’t afford not to 
implement a system like this. 

“We can’t afford not to do 
that,” he said. “We need a 
smart, healthy generation 
who are very well educated.” 

And, Vasseur who is a re¬ 
tired police officer from the 
Calgary Police Service says 
that he strongly believes 
that criminals need to be 
treated like criminals. 

“Jail should be punish¬ 
ment. It shouldn't be a treat¬ 
ment centre,” he said. 

Vasseur believes that 


criminals should be pun¬ 
ished while they are behind 
bars and then be required to 
go through treatment pro¬ 
grams once they have served 
their sentence.

Mason backs municipalities 
on police funding

$87,000. That’s not even 
enough for one new officer, 
let alone crime prevention 
programs. 

In communities under 
5,000, lOO'/l of policing serv¬ 
ices are funded by the prov¬ 
ince. The situation is unfair 
to both municipalities and to 
the citizens of medium-sized 
towns and cities who are wor¬ 
ried about crime and commu¬ 
nity safety. 

In the recent municipal 
elections, Albertans returned 
many new faces to municipal 
council chambers. There’s a 
recognition that the province 
needs to take this level of gov¬ 
ernment more seriously, and 
work for a better deal on is¬ 
sues such as policing. It’s 
time to elect NDP MLAs who 
will stand up for medium¬ 
sized municipalities.” 


ties, and partially restored it 
last year. The trouble is, 
they’ve created a massive in¬ 
frastructure and services 
deficit. 

One of the biggest deficits 
for small and medium sized 
municipalities is the number 
of police officers on the beat. 
Police officers cost, on aver¬ 
age, $100,000 per officer. 

But less than 20'5f of the 
funding per officer comes 
from the province. This 
means municipalities are 
feeling the pinch. The lack of 
funding is straining munici¬ 
palities at a time when prop¬ 
erty crime and community 
safety is a top of mind issue 
in medium sized towns and 
cities. 

In a place like Hinton, new 
provincial money for policing 
services amounted to

The Friends of Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital Committee was formed last 
year after the last town meeting 
where concerns were being ex¬ 
pressed over the temporary loss 
of our obstetrics and the com¬ 
munity concern over our being 
included in the David Thompson 
Health Region instead of the 
Calgary Health Region where 
most people felt we should be. 
The Committee was formed, at 
that time, to meet with our MLA 
Richard Marz and the Minister 
of Health to further voice our 
concerns over these matters. 
Shortly after this meeting we 


had our obstetrics department 
reopened and then our Hospital 
was transferred to the Calgary 
Health Region. This transfer 
was a realization of extensive 
work by many people in our 
communities over many years. 

The Friends of Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital Committee has continued 
to meet to stay informed as to 
what is happening in our new 
health region and with our hos¬ 
pital and to keep the lines of 
communication open between 
the Calgary Health Region and 
our communities.

Alberta’s tax free day

In June you may have noticed 
the Canadian Taxpayers Associa¬ 
tion told Canadians that our tax 
freedom day was the 28th of 
June. That is all well and good but 
that is the average tax freedom 
day of the provinces. In 1985 our 
tax freedom day was given by the 
Fraser Institute as the 28 of Au¬ 
gust. in Alberta. That means that 
at that time we worked 8 months 
to pay taxes and four months for 
ourselves. Not so, stated the Al¬ 
berta Government of the time, 
“Albertan’s pay the lowest taxes 
in Canada.” “Wrong O”, said the 
Fraser Institute, because the Al¬ 
berta Government collects roy¬ 
alty on petroleum products and 
spends the money itself. If the 
Alberta Government turned the 
money over to Albertans as in 
Alaska it would not be a tax but 
since the Government collects it 
and invests it, it is a tax. Possibly 
the stumpage fee on lumber 
works the same as well, as the 
royalty on natural gas and coal. 

Since 1985 we have had things 
like G.S.T., increased provincial 
taxes, tax on gas by the federal 
government etc. etc. so in effect 
the tax freedom day of Albertan’s 
is probably around the last day of 
September but the government 
will not mention this, nor will the 
Fraser Institute, nor will the Ca¬ 
nadian Taxpayers Association. 

My dear friends, this is why 
you are in such a rush every¬ 
day. You must rush to pay the 
terrible taxes the conservative 
government of Alberta and their 
friends in Ottawa have stuck us 


with. No one is about to tell you 
our province is being pillaged. 
Direct taxation according to the 
British North America Act, Sec¬ 
tion 91 is the exclusive right of 
the provinces. Capital Gains 
Tax, Sales Tax, Income Tax, 
Gas ’fax, are all illegal except if 
you can appoint your own Su¬ 
preme Court and have a provin¬ 
cial Government that are a 
bunch of overpaid drones any¬ 
thing can be made legal. The 
debts of the First World War 
were paid off in 1929 and that 


should have been the end of the 
“Temporary War Measures In¬ 
come Tax” of 1917 but politi¬ 
cians being what they are the In¬ 
come Tax was voted in again and 
again. I might add that no coun¬ 
try that prints it’s own money 
needs to go into debt. Here in 
Alberta it would have taken 
Mandrake the Magician and Ali 
Baba and the Forty Thieves to 
put us in debt but the Conserva¬ 
tive Governments managed well.

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NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Dry season has started 
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Dear family and friends. 

This morning it was foggy, 
an unusual thing for this time 
of the year. The dry season usu¬ 
ally starts about the middle of 
October but this past week it 
rained three times. I am not 
complaining because we have 
also not had the heat that is 
usual for this time of the year 
as well. 

Tuesday Dan and I went out 
to the EMS Hostel. Children of 
Nigerian missionaries live in 
the hostel and go to school 
there. There are about 120 chil¬ 
dren living at the school. Last 
year the girls were living at a 
nearby compound in a small 
dorm but just last month the 
new girls’ dorm was finished at 
the school. It is a nice building 
but very bare bones. There are 
two wings in the hostel but 
only one is being used at the 
moment. In each wing there are 
two rooms on each side of the 
hall with a bathroom in be¬ 
tween the rooms. 

Each room has 5 to 7 metal 
bunk beds with 3-inch foam 
pads as mattresses. Most had 
blankets but few had sheets or 
bedspreads. Each girl had a 
bucket under her bed to keep 
her clothes in. 

A few of the girls had dolls but 
there were few other toys 
around. We got there about bath 
time so the girls took their buck¬ 
ets to the well to fetch water for 
their baths. 

The parents of many of the 
students at EMS are not well 
paid. They often work in very 
remote areas and in difficult 
situations. Often the children 
do not get to go home except 
for the long end-of-school 
break. Their parents cannot 
afford the transportation costs. 


Even the cost of feeding another 
person is difficult for some of 
them. 

With as little as these chil¬ 
dren have, I never hear them 
grumble about their lot. Dan 
heard about an international 
survey that said that Nigerians 
are among the happiest people 
in the world. 

This definitely seems to be 
true for the EMS children. 

This week we heard about 
one attempted robbery of a mis¬ 
sion compound (across the 
street from Hillcrest) and an 
armed robbery on another mis¬ 
sion compound about 20 min¬ 
utes from the school. So we had 
a meeting of those who live on 
the compound to discuss secu¬ 
rity and what we can do to pro¬ 
vide some protection and warn¬ 
ing for each other. We talked 
about ways to notify each other 
in case of an emergency. Hope¬ 
fully, we will never have to use 
the ideas we discussed but it is 
nice to have them in place. 

Saturday we went to friends 
for lunch. They live on a beau¬ 
tiful compound with lovely gar¬ 
dens. It was very pleasant sit¬ 
ting out in the garden and vis¬ 
iting. Most of the people at the 
lunch had been in Nigeria for 
many years. There were prob¬ 
ably over 300 years of being in 
Nigeria represented in the 10 
people there. They sure had 
some stories to tell! 

Just the day before several 
of them had exhumed a body to 
rebury him next to his wife who 
had recently passed away. As 
they dug down they only found 
his tie, a bit of his shirt, his 
false teeth, his shoes and socks 
and the plastic sheet that lined 
the coffin. Everything else has 
disappeared. The only thing 


left from the wooden coffin was 
two nails. They put what they 
found into a new coffin and bur¬ 
ied it. 

A comment was made about 
the truth of the idea of ashes to 
ashes and dust to dust. Our 
physical bodies will return to the 
earth but our spiritual bodies are 
eternal. We may not have any 
control over what happens to 
our physical bodies, but our re¬ 
lationship with God through 
Christ will determine what hap¬ 
pens to our spiritual bodies. 

Please pray that we will be 
faithful in sharing about that 
relationship with Christ to 
those we come in contact with 
here in Nigeria, particularly 
those students who have not 
accepted Christ.

pital) for a vision check. It seems 
that either her eyes have 
changed quite a bit or the 
progressives aren’t what they 
were supposed to be. 

Anyway, it helps her to know 
that she’s not imagining some- 
thing-there really is a problem. 
There is a Hungarian eye doctor 
in Kano who will come to Jos in 
January. She could write a pre¬ 
scription in Hungarian for us to 
get filled when we go to Hungary 
(hopefully) in February. 

Drinking cold stuff has been 
a problem for Janet. Teeth on 
both sides of her mouth would 
hurt. On one side the tooth was 
also sensitive to pressure. So 
Janet was doing most of her 
chewing on one side of her 
mouth. 

There is a dentist out from 
Ohio for about six weeks and I 
met him at the men’s retreat a 
couple of weeks ago. He sug¬ 
gested I make an appointment 
for Janet so I did. Thursday we 
went back to Evangel to see him. 
I had forgotten where he said the 
clinic was, so we asked when we 
got to the hospital. We were di¬ 
rected to the eye clinic. 

This seemed strange but not 
impossible. Inside the clinic we 
again asked for the dental clinic. 
We were told to have a seat. Now, 
we’ve both been in Nigeria a 


number of years and we speak 
quite clearly, but obviously we 
were not communicating. After 
waiting about five minutes I again 
went to ask about the dentist. “Oh! 
That’s back over the other direc¬ 
tion!” We were a few minutes late, 
but the dentist found that Janet 
had a cracked tooth. Small wonder 
she was having pain! 

He was able to fix it temporar¬ 
ily with the understanding that 
she’ll get a crown when the per¬ 
manent dentist comes back, which 
may be in January. Janet can now 
chew on both sides of her mouth 
and she can now drink cold cokes 
and iced tea. What a nice bit of 
freedom! 

For some months we’ve also 
been trying to figure out what is 
wrong with the car we inherited 
when one of our missionaries left. 
For weeks it would work fine, and 
then it would quit suddenly while 
idling. It wouldn’t start for about 
ten minutes. 

Then it would work fine again 
for some time before repeating the 
process. I had the car to the 
carburetor specialist (loosely speak¬ 
ing) several times until he finally 
confided that he didn’t think the 
problem was with the carburetor, 
but was electrical. I immediately 
called my electrical mechanical 
friend and took the car to him.

A company that knows this is Talisman Energy Inc. 

They’re building a S21 million, 10-megawatt cogeneration facility that will replace 
boilers at their Edson, Alberta natural gas processing plant. It's a first for Alberta sour 
gas plants. Talisman's new facility produces its own heat, eliminates the need to import 
electricity and generates enough spare electricity to serve 1,000 homes. 

All this will while burning 12 per cent less natural gas to heat the old boilers - a 
substantial reduction in carbon dioxide emission, a greenhouse gas. Talisman took one 
further step - cutting the need to flare. 

"In our design we incurred additional costs by including two completely independent 
steam sources, so we could avoid flaring," says Don Wolanick, Power Specialist for 
Talisman's North American Operations. "We made the investment because the design 
will improve energy efficiency and reduce emissions." 

Initiatives like this go a long way to continuing the trend, as announced by Alberta 
Energy and Utilities Board, that flaring in the province has been reduced by 70 per cent 
since 1996.

Help wanted 

A career in the upstream oil and gas

Thousands of workers hired during the boom 
years of the 1970s are nearing retirement and 
oil sands production is expected to almost 
double by 2012.

Often when 
I take a vehicle to him 
he asks for twenty 
naira (about fifteen 
cents) and 1 know he’s 
going to Superglue 
something together. 
Usually it works out 
well. This time Sikiru 
complained that some¬ 
body else had 
Superglued the dis¬ 
tributor together and it 
wasn’t doing well. 

About $150 later we 
had a different distribu¬ 
tor and a different coil 
(as well as new front 
wheel bearings and 
brake pads) and hope¬ 
fully the problem is 
solved. 

Distributors are not 
in Sikiru’s repertoire 
so he handed me on to 
Yahaya. We went to the 
used parts sellers. 1 
asked why we didn’t 
just go and get new 
parts. It seems that for 
Peugeots, most parts 
are ‘washed’. Explana¬ 
tion: worn-out parts 
are thoroughly cleaned 
and re-packaged and 
sold as new. It’s safer 
to get somebody’s par¬ 
tially worn-out parts 
than to trust ‘new’ 
parts. 

Yahaya found that 
the ‘new’ bearings were 
actually ‘washed’ so he 
replaced them with 
other ‘new’ bearings. 

Hopefully these 
aren’t ‘washed’ also. I 
wonder if we’ll face 
this difficulty in Hun¬ 
gary?? 

I hope that sharing 
these experiences will 
help you to know how 
to pray for us. Without 
God’s help we wouldn’t 
do well here. Thanks 
for your support.

A Day to Remember 


Why a Poppy? 


Why was the poppy chosen as the symbol of remembrance for Canada's war dead? 
The poppy, an international symbol for those who died in war, also had 
international origins. 

A writer first made the connection between the poppy and battlefield deaths during 
the Napoleonic wars of the early 19th century, remarking that fields that were barren 
before battle exploded with the blood-red flowers after the fighting ended. 

Prior to the First World War few poppies grew in Flanders. During the tremendous 
bombardments of that war the chalk soils became rich in lime from rubble, allowing 
‘papaver rhoeas’ to thrive. When the war ended the lime was quickly absorbed, and the 
poppy began to disappear again. 

Lieut-Col. John McCrae, the Canadian doctor who wrote the poem IN FLANDERS 
FIELDS, made the same connection 100 years later, during the First World War, and the scarlet poppy quickly became 
the symbol for soldiers who died in battle. 

Three years later an American, Moina Michael, was working in a New York City YMCA canteen when she 
started wearing a poppy in memory of the millions who died on the battlefield. During a 1920 visit to the United States 
a French woman, Madame Guerin, learned of the custom. On her return to France she decided to use handmade 
poppies to raise money for the destitute children in war-tom areas of the country. In November 1921, the first poppies 
were distributed in Canada. 

Thanks to the millions of Canadians who wear the flowers each November, the little red plant has never died. 

And neither have Canadian’s memories for 117,000 of their countrymen who died in battle.

The Poppy... The Flower of Remembrance 


Each November, millions of poppies blossom in Canada. They blossom on the jackets, dresses and hats of nearly half the Canadian 
population and they have blossomed over 80 years, since 1921. The poppy is the symbol that individuals use to show that they remember 
those who were killed in the w ars and peace keeping operations that Canada has been involved in. The association of the poppy to those 
w ho had been killed in war had existed for at least 110 years prior to being adopted in Canada. There are records of a correspondent who, 
during the Napoleonic War, wrote of how thickly poppies grew over the graves of soldiers in the area of Flanders, France. 

The person, w ho more than any other, that was responsible for the adoption of the poppy in Canada was a Canadian Medical Officer 
during the First World War. This person was Lieutenant-Colonel John McCrae of Guelph, Ontario. 

John McCrae was a tall, boyish 43-year-old member of the Canadian Medical Corps. He was an artillery veteran of the Boer War in 
South Africa and was described as a person with the eye of a gunner, the hand of a surgeon, and the soul of a poet when he went into the 
line at Ypres on the 22nd of April 1915. 

April 22 was the first time that the enemy used poison gas but the first attack failed and so did the next wave and the next. In fact, for 17 
days and nights the allies repulsed wave after wave of the attacking enemy. McCrae wrote - “One can see the dead lying there on the 
front field. And in places where the enemy threw in an attack, they lie very thick on the slopes of the German trenches.” 
Lieutenant-Colonel McCrae, worked from a dressing station on the bank of the Yser Canal, dressing hundreds of wounded and never 
removed his clothes for the entire 17 days. At times the dead and wounded actually rolled down the bank from above his dugout. At other 
times, while awaiting the arrival of batches of wounded, he would watch the men at work in the burial plots which were quickly filling 
up. In time, McCrae and his unit were relieved and he wrote home “ We are weary in body and wearier in mind. The general impression 
in my mind is one of a nightmare”. 

Lieutenant-Colonel McCrae came away from Ypres with 13 lines scrawled on a scrap of paper. The lines were a poem which started: “In 
Flanders fields the poppies blow...” 

These were the lines which are enshrined in the innermost thoughts and hearts of all soldiers who hear them. John McCrae was their 
voice. The poem circulated as a folk song, by word of mouth and all who hear it are deeply touched. In the United States for example, the 
poem inspired the American Legion to also adopt the poppy as the symbol of Remembrance. 

In Canada, the poppy was officially adopted by the Great War Veterans Association in 1921 on the suggestion of a Mrs. E. Guerin, a 
French citizen. But there is little doubt that the impact of John McCrae’s poem influenced this,decision. 

The poem speaks of Flanders fields, but the subject is universal - the fear of the dead that they will be forgotten, that their death will have 
been in vain. Remembrance, as symbolized by the poppy, is our eternal answer which belies that fear. 

Sadly, Lieutenant-Colonel John McCrae died of pneumonia at Wimereux near Boulogne, France on the 28th of January 1918 when he 
was 44 years old.

Okotoks Health and 
Wellness Opens: 

When the Okotoks Health 
and Wellness Centre opened 
its doors November 3, local 
staff members saw a decade- 
long dream become a reality. 
Already touted as a model of 
excellence in rural health 
care, the health centre will 
provide a wide array of serv¬ 
ices and providers - all un¬ 
der one roof. 

Teams of health profes¬ 
sionals, including those 
working in public health, 
sexual health, speech lan¬ 
guage pathology, mental 
health, environmental 
health, community care, lab 
and diagnostic imaging, and 
Urgent Care will work to¬ 
gether to promote health 
and wellness within the com¬ 
munity. 

The new Urgent Care 
Centre will operate from 8 
AM to 10 PM seven days a 
week, 365 days a year. Ur¬ 
gent Care is for people 
whose health concerns are 
urgent but non-life threat¬ 
ening. Urgent Care will 
treat health concerns such 
as fractures, lacerations, 
asthma attacks, fevers, ab¬ 
dominal pain, and work re¬ 
lated injuries. 

The Centre boasts more 
than a team approach to 
health care. In fact, the 
building itself plays a role 
in keeping people healthy. 
To minimize water con¬ 
sumption and reduce ongo¬ 
ing maintenance costs, the 
landscape is being developed 
using native grasses and 
native plants that are 
drought-resistant. To fur¬ 
ther limit water usage, the 
grounds even include on¬ 
site storm water retention 
to allow rain and snowmelt 
to drain into the small 
ponds that are scattered 


around the property. 

The exterior design of the 
32,000 sq. ft. building not 
only looks interesting, but 
it also has an important 
function. Shaped in an arc 
facing south, the wall of 
windows will track the path 
of the sun and use as much 
sunlight as possible to sup¬ 
ply energy to most of the 
lighting in the building dur¬ 
ing daylight hours. This re¬ 
duces electricity costs and 
also creates a more appeal¬ 
ing work environment for 
staff members who can con¬ 
trol individual work space 
lighting. 

The improved energy effi¬ 
ciency on the building will 
mean a savings of between 
$30,000 and $40,000 per 
year in utility costs. 

From the water-conserv¬ 
ing landscape to the large 
public health rooms that al¬ 
low for family-centered care, 
no detail was overlooked in 
the new health and wellness 
centre. There is even an in¬ 
novative sound suppressing 
system to ensure a private 
and quiet work environment 
and staff locker rooms are 
equipped with showers to 
encourage staff to walk or 
bike to work.

Family Violence Awareness 


November is Family 
Violence Awareness 
month. There is a SAFE 
Initiative underway 
within the County of 
Mountain View. SAFE 
stands for ‘Stop Abuse 
for Family Empower¬ 
ment”. “Our group 
formed to help educate 
the community on fam¬ 
ily violence prevention 
and how to help those 
who need it”, say’s 
Michelle Honeyman, 
spokesperson for the 
SAFE Initiative. 

The following is taken 
from a brochure made 
available by Alberta Jus¬ 
tice. 

To many people, fam¬ 
ily violence is a social or 
family problem. In fact, 
it is a crime that re¬ 
quires police interven¬ 
tion. It is a criminal act 
for your partner to as¬ 
sault you, just as a 
crime for any individual 
to assault another. As 
a victim of family vio¬ 
lence, you are entitled to 
the maximum protection 


from harm and abuse per¬ 
mitted by law. 

As an abuse victim, you 
may feel confused, fearful, 
angry and frustrated about 
being involved in an abusive 
situation. 

It is important to realize 
that you are not to blame 
and that you are not respon¬ 
sible for your partner’s ac¬ 
tions. Physical violence 
rarely occurs only once. 
Unless proper intervention 
occurs, the violence be¬ 
comes more severe or more 
frequent. 

The cycle of violence may 
not be recognized by the vic¬ 
tims and the abusers of fam¬ 
ily violence. Research and 
experience show that vio¬ 
lence in a relationship fol¬ 
lows a cycle. Tension builds 
over a period of time which 
may be days, weeks months 
of even years. Then comes 
the assault, which is then 
followed by a honeymoon 
phase. 

Many believe that abused 
partners do not experience 
a true ‘honeymoon’ phase 
once the cycle of abuse has 


begun. This may more ac¬ 
curately reflect the abusers 
state: 

The Cycle of Violence of¬ 
ten occurs as follows: 

Phase one 

You can sense your part¬ 
ners edginess. 

You are unable to discuss 
the underlying problem with 
your partner. 

Your partner becomes 
verbally abusive. 

You may feel the abuse is 
deserved. 

In order to cope, you deny 
that violence will occur and 
believe that it can be con¬ 
trolled. 

Phase Two 

The tension builds until it 
becomes unbearable. You 
may even provoke violence to 
get it over with. Your part¬ 
ner loses control and acts 
violently. 

It may begin with a push 
or a shove. With time, it es¬ 
calates to a slap, kick or 
punch, then possibly to the 
use of weapons, resulting in 
more serious injuries. 


Your partner claims not 
to want to hurt you, just to 
teach you a lesson. 

Your partner justifies 
his/her actions and blames 
you. 

Both you and your part¬ 
ner minimize the serious¬ 
ness of the injuries. 

You accept the blame. 

Phase Three 

Your partner: 

Fears you will leave the 
relationship. 

Is worried and tries to 
make up. 

Becomes charming and 
manipulative. 

Believes anger can be con¬ 
trolled and it will never hap¬ 
pen again. 

You: 

Want to believe your part¬ 
ner. 

May be showered with 
gifts (flowers, etc.). 

Begin to feel responsible 
for the abuse. 

In advanced stages of 
abuse, the honeymoon pe¬ 
riod may be reduced to a day 


without violence. 

If you look at your 
own relationship with 
your partner, you may 
relate to this cycle of 
violence. As the vio¬ 
lence is not constant, 
you can often be con¬ 
fused, particularly 
when the abusive part¬ 
ner has positive traits 
as well. Being needed 
can be a powerful incen¬ 
tive to stay in a rela¬ 
tionship. It' can create 
a strong belief that 
things will get better. 
But once the violence 
has begun, it will need 
outside intervention to 
stop. (Alberta Justice) 

You do not deserve to 
be abused. Family Vio¬ 
lence is a crime. There 
is help for you to pro¬ 
tect yourself and your 
children.

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QUESTION: What are the special needs of a compliant 
child — one who goes along to get along? Does he have 
any special needs? 

DR. DOBSON: That’s a great question, and the an¬ 
swer is yes. When one child is a stick of dynamite and the 
other is an all-star sweetheart, the cooperative, gentle 
individual can easily be taken for granted. If there’s an 
unpleasant job to be done, he may be expected to do it 
because Mom and Dad just don’t have the energy to fight 
with the tiger. When it is necessary for one child to sacri¬ 
fice or do without, there’s a tendency to pick the one who 
won’t complain as loudly. Under these circumstances, the 
compliant boy or girl comes out on the short end of the 
stick. 

The consequences of such inequity should be obvi¬ 
ous. The responsible child often becomes angry over time. 
He has a sense of powerlessness and resentment that sim¬ 
mers below the surface. He’s like the older brother in the 
parable of the prodigal son told by Jesus. He didn’t rebel 
against his father. He stayed behind and ran the farm while 
his irresponsible brother squandered his money on fun 
and games. Who could blame him for resenting his little 
bro? His response is typical of the compliant, hard-work¬ 
ing sibling. 

I strongly recommend that parents seek to balance 
the scales in dealing with the compliant child. Make sure 
he gets his fair share of parental attention. Help him find 
ways to cope with his overbearing sibling. And, within 
reason, give him the right to make his own decisions. 

There’s nothing simple about raising kids, is there? 
Even the easiest of them needs our very best effort. 

QUESTION: You have recommended for many years 
that parents take their preteens away from home for what 
you called a “Preparing for Adolescence” weekend, dur¬ 
ing which they talk about the physical and emotional 
changes about to occur. I'm interested in your comment 
that kids want this information before they become teen¬ 
agers, but they won’t want to talk about it after puberty. 
Do their attitudes really change that much overnight? 

DR. DOBSON: As a matter of fact, they do. A study 
of 1,023 children between 10 and 13 showed that the 
number who felt uncomfortable talking to their parents 
about sexuality nearly doubled after puberty occurred. 
Prior to that, they were very open to instruction and guid¬ 
ance at home. 

Ninety-three percent of those aged 10-12 felt loved 
by their parents “all the time,” says Dr. Alvin Poussaint, 
a psychiatrist at Harvard University. He said: “I think 
parents may be surprised that children of this age are say¬ 
ing, ‘We want to be close to you. We need you and we’re 
still afraid. We need the sense of safety and security that 
you supply.’” 

The study showed, hewever, that attitudes changed 
dramatically when the children reached the eighth grade. 
Those who had been open to advice the year before were 
suddenly unwilling to talk to their parents. The window 
of accessibility had closed. 

The moral to the story? Invest a little time in the 
months before puberty to get your children ready for the 
stresses of adolescence. The effort will pay big dividends. 

QUESTION: What advice would you give parents 
who recognize a tendency within themselves to abuse their 
kids? Maybe they’re afraid they’ll get carried away when 
spanking a disobedient child. Do you think they should 
avoid corporal punishment as a form of discipline? 

I)R. DOBSON: That’s exactly what I think. Anyone who 
has ever abused a child — or has ever felt himself losing con¬ 
trol during a spanking — should not expose the child to that 
tragedy. Anyone who has a violent temper that at times be¬ 
comes unmanageable should not use that approach. Anyone 
who secretly “enjoys” the administration of corporal pun¬ 
ishment should not be the one to implement it. And, grand¬ 
parents probably should not spank their grandkids unless 
the parents have given them permission to do so.
